Prior to Mr. Sutton's resignation,

er lect the additional 2 percent on all 
taxes received after January' 31st. 


In the mailer of the saloon licens- 


es Ihe Treasurer failed to collect the 
balance due on licenses issued and 
delivered, on which partial payments 
only were made. 


We are advised in both of these 


cases that prevailing customs in- of- 
fice were allowed to regulate matter* 
of this character, and it is "possible 
lhat the Treasurer did not derive any 
direct benefit from the results ol 
this loss of money to the city's rev- 
enue. 


In th mailer of the duplication of 


city orders and the recording of er- 
roneous ledger totals, $9,298.60. and 
the failure to charge the ledger ac- 
counts wilh $3,176.73 actual receipts 
collected, we note the' following: We 
cannot reconcile the daily or month- 
ly dates on which the actual cash 
.was paid out or withheld from the 
bank deposits of the city, but we are 
able to show the tabulated schedule 
of various dates covering this entire 
period in which items of checks and 
currency were paid out by the City 
Treasurer for personal and other uses 
which had no relation to the affairs 
of the city,, and which would natur- 
ally cause the bank account and the 
cash on hand to fall below Ihe a- 
mounts called for by the fund ac- 
counts on the ledger, and which 
would necissilate an adjustment of 
the ledger figures to reconcile with 
the funds in the bank. 
This condition is brought about by 
the system used in the Treasurer's 
office in Ihe past twenty-one years. 
Disbursement were made in checks 
or currency as Ihe occasion present- 
ed itself. Cash receipts in the form 
of checks were deposited in the bank, 
(but currency was placed 
in Ihe 
drawer to be used in paying orders 
and other matters. This practice 
makes it impossible In econcile the 
actual receipts taken in against the 
actual monies deposited in the bank. 
It likewise makes it impossible to re- 
consile the actual disbusements a- 
gainst the checks issued on the bank 
account. 


The poof however, is conclusive 
thai he Treasurer's office for any 
one period must be charged wilh the 
actual receipts of office and must be 
credited with the actual authorized 
disbursements, and that he must ac- 
count in cash on hand and in the 
bank for the difference.

Boots and System 


The general system in the various 


city offices in the past twenty-one 
years and the conditions which pre- 
vailed in the City Treasurer's office 
have been instrumental In produc- 
ing the errors and discrepancies of 
$U,003.78. The books in the Treas- 
urer's office were not sufficiently 
safe-guarded to protect the interests 
of the city. The Treasurer simply 
kept the fund book, but did cot 
maintain any regular cash book of 
receipts and disbursements. There 
was no record showing the daily 
reconcilement of the cash with the 
funds on the ledger. Trial balance 
of the funds was taken off only once 
a year instead of being done every 
thirty days. 


The City Clerk and the Comptrol- 
ler's office were never advised by Ihe 
City Treasurer of the daily receipts 
which he took in. The City Treasur- 
er should have issued duplicate and 
triplicate receipts covering daily 
transactions which should have been 
delivered to the City Clerk and Comp 
trailer's office. The City Treasurer 
should hare also advised the City 
Clerk and Comptroller's office of all 
disbursements which he made which 
were not covered by actual orders. 


The City Clerk and Comptroller's 


office should have an exact duplicate 
of every transaction which goes 
through the City Treasurer's office.

and they should maintain independ- 
ent books and records -which will 
tall for a monthly nx-»nci!ttnent 
•with the Treasurer's office. In the 
event that the Cilr Treasurer fails to 
advise the City (Jerk or Comptrol- 
ler of these mailers. Hie whole thing 
should he brought lo the atlenlion 
of the city council at its monthly 
meeting and immediate action taken 
and continued uitil the matter :- 
fully adjusted. 
The responsibility for he lack of 
these requirements and the responsi- 
bility for Ihc poor conditions which 
have existed in the city offices in the 
past twenty-one years do not rest 
entirely with any one person, how- 
ever, no one official should 
dictate 
the policy or regulate the affairs ol 
cily government. No one official is 
competent lo assume this responsi 
bilily, as this is the business and the 
purpose for which the city counci1 
men are elected to office. The Trcas 
urcr's office represents the financia 
department of the cily and all of the 
Treasurer's acts should be subjcc 
to Ihe supervision and be dircctei 
and ordered by the entire city coun 
oil, and in the past the Treasurer 
should have been required and in 
slructed tr> take his orders from the 
cily counci! and t<> harmoni/e Ihe 
affairs of his office with all Ihe other 
cily offices. 
In the pas!, the cily council shoul 
have demanded and had made an an 
rmal cxaminatinn of thr city in al 
its offices, and the work should hav 
been done by outside, disinlercstei 
accountants. II is impossible for ex. 
amining committees or council reem 
bers to do this furork, as they are un 
able <to devote the necessary tim

ever made. The council should in- 
sist on this provision being rigidly 
complied with, as from such reports, 
the council can Veep fully advised 
as to the financial condition of the 
city. 
The council cannot intelligently 


act in regard to the financial affairs 
of the city, unless they have knowl- 
edge of such affairs, and such knowl- 
edge should come through the peri- 
odical reports provided for in Ine 
statute. 
At the offices covered by this ex- 


amination are set up in the detail in 
the exhibits and schedules covering 
the revenue and expenditures and 
any minor errors which occurred 
have been duly noted but are of 
small amount and of no consequence.

The proprietor of any commercial 
poullry farm is sure to have an ac- 
curate system of keeping accounts, 
for it is as necessary to piloting his 
business lo successs as it is to the 
successful running of a store or fac- 
tory- This same principle applies 
to the fanner or-any person who 
keeps a flock of chickens as a side 
line. 
" . 
Aside from the fact that the accur- 
ate keeping of an account system will 
often create a liking for and an in- 
terest in poultry raising lhat .might 
not otherwise be awakened and is 
likely lo develop in the poultry own- 
er a spiril of economy thai will help 
him greatly in the management, of 
other affairs, it has many practical 
advantages lhal should make it in- 
valuable 


• Ils greatest value, of 'course, lies 
in the fact that it enables a poultry 
owner lo determine at any time 
whether his birds are being kept at 
a profit .or loss and Ihe extent of the 
profit or loss in any given period. 
However, an accurate account sys- 
tem will also enable a poullry owner 
to determine the effectiveness of his 
feeding rations, for it will show 
whether the receipts from the eggs 
laid by his hens give him a reasona- 
ble profit over the cost of their feed. 
All home-grown grain should 
be 
charged at market prices and all egg; 
kept for home consumption shoulc 
be credited at the prices -that would 
be obtained for them if they were 
sold. Then, if Ihe hens do not pay 
for Iheir board, experiments should 
be made to make the 
ods more effctive. 
In addition, accurate account rec 
ords are likely to be valuable for fu 
tnre reference. For instance, a com- 
parison of records extending ove 
several years will show whether o 
not an improvement has been mad 
in the managment of the flock ani 
thereby whether or not a change of 
existing methods is advisable. 
For starting an account system 
there could be no better tune than 
the beginning of Ihe new year. Sim- 
plicity should be the key-note, for

In thU way the flavor cf the onion per» 
meates the whole dish and yet tha 
salad does not com* into direct con-- 
tact with it. 
Onion Juke or grated onion can b«

"When raw onions are served soakc 


them beforehand for an hour In cold 
water.

onions do like them cooked, and al- 
most nobody finds cooked onions in- 
digestible—raw ones eajsnot always b«k 
digested.

names. 


Make the piles high and narrow, 
as rone shaped as possible, and nev- 
er broad and rolling in form. Fill all 
spaces with small stumps or splint- 
ers of wood tn make the pile com- 
pact. 


When burning windfalls, saw off 
the stump close to the roots, and 
burn each part separately. 


When burning brush it is best to 


- trim off the main branches of small 
Irees and saplings before - putting 
them on the pile. 


No material injury to the humus 
in the soil will result from burning 
slumps or logs if they are piled in 


pet ground. 
Do not fire a large pile of stumps 


that you publish same, that the truth 
may be known.
